The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a method for identification of analytes in which a first expression profile 
is obtained from a biological assay; a second expression profile is obtained on a different set of 
molecules; a third expression profile is obtained from the second set after treatment with an 
analyte with uncharacterized pharmacological activity and the third profile is then compared to 
the first profile and second profile to identify analytes that induce the third profile that is more 
similar to the first than is the second profile similar to the first.
